Town councillors have 
heard some rumblings that 
the merchants on Queen 
Street would like help remov¬ 
ing snow from the sidewalks 
in front of their stores. 

After all, sidewalks every¬ 
where else in town are 
plowed—although they are 
not the top priority after a 
heavy snowfall—at a cost of 
about $40,000. It would cost 
an additional $24,000 to 
include Queen and Picton 
Streets, including the cost of a 
suitable plow, councillors 
heard at Monday’s committee 
meeting. 

The difficulty is whether the 
work could be done as quick¬ 
ly as merchants would 
require, and as thoroughly. A 
pass by a plow would not get 
to the steps of all stores, nor 
would it remove ice. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
suggested that whether or not 
merchants want the service, 
the town will not be able to 
find a contractor to provide it. 

The planning committee 
decided to ask the Chamber 
of Commerce to poll mer¬ 
chants before further deci¬ 
sions are made.

That’s how Frank Radoppo 
sees his Queenston Quarry 
reclamation project, that 
would see one of the boldest, 
most extraordinary develop¬ 


ments ever proposed for a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake proper¬ 
ty 

He’s spent the last four 
years wading through the 
approval process from vari¬ 
ous levels of government, 
government agendes and the 
community. The process 
alone to this stage has cost 
about $3 million—the projed 
itself is estimated at about 
$300 million—and the 
biggest hurdle, the nod from 
the Niagara Escarpment 
Commission, came last 
March.

But since last March, the 


project has been waiting at 
the doorstep of the region, 
and although the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
wholeheartedly given its 
blessing, the region is not yet 
prepared to do so. 

Regional staff is still squab¬ 
bling about nine acres of the 
248-acre proposal, and at a 
planning committee meeting 
Tuesday, after two hours of 
discussions and a strong, elo¬ 
quent and thorough endorse¬ 
ment from town planning 
director Stephen Bedford, a 
dedsion was deferred. 

While the difference of 
opinion is over the zoning of 
just nine acres, Radoppo says 
it’s an essential component of 


his master plan. 

A redrawing of the St. 
Davids urban boundary has 
been accepted by the town 
and the NEC, but the region 
is choosing to call it an 
expansion of the boundary, 
although Radoppo says his 
plan actually reduces slightly 
the urban area. 

At issue is whether a berm 
that will provide a buffer for 
Bevan Heights residents 
should be within the urban 
boundary. Racioppo says no 
— after all, it will remain 
open space. The region says it 
should be within the urban 
area, and that means, accord¬ 
ing to the region’s solution to 
the redrawing of the bound¬ 


aries, the portion of the proj¬ 
ect closest to Stanley Avenue 
would remain outside the 
urban boundary, and there¬ 
fore not available for devel¬ 
opment. 

That leaves 21 acres for 
development, rather than the 
30 acres in the master plan, 
resulting in 200 fewer units 
and a $2-million road into the 
development from Stanley 
Ave. with nothing on either 
side. Racioppo's version of 
the project would have two 
condominium buildings 
flanking the entrance to the 
projed—condominiums that 
don’t fit in the region’s plan.

The residential compo¬ 
nent, he says, is what will 
allow a sustainable com¬ 
munity that includes a very 
long and appealing list of 
amenities: in addition to a 
hotel, golf course and vine¬ 
yard, his long-term plan 


includes a pond, a beach, 
figure skating in the winter, 
a five-kilometre nature trail 
that’s fully accessible, an 
equestrian centre, cross¬ 
country skiing and a com¬ 
munal vegetable garden. 

"It’s going to be an 
extraordinary place to live,” 


But in order to drive not 
only the cleanup of the 
brownfield but the invest¬ 
ment of those amenities, 
the project requires the 
proposed 750 units. 

“The regional staff agree 
the urban boundary can be 
altered. They’re just pro¬ 
posing a different alter¬ 


ation. We’re very close, but 
yet so far. The conse¬ 
quences of the region’s pro¬ 
posal are substantial,” he 
said. 

He has discovered in the 
last four years that there are 
so many layers of regula¬ 
tions and levels of govern¬ 
ment and community from 


which to seek approval, that 
in trying to successfully 
navigate through them 
there is a "mathematical 
certainty at least one of 
them will be offended." 

He hopes in the coming 
weeks to provide regional 
staff and councillors with 
technical information to 


sway them, and then, he 
says, it’s up to regional 
council to decide. 

He never expected the 
process to be easy, he said, 
but he didn’t expect it to 
take this long. 

"And I never would have 
predicted this would be the 
challenge.”

When Vera Derbyshire 
was born in the Cottage 
Hospital in 1922, the nurs¬ 
ery consisted of a bassinet. 


But the day she was bom, 
she was one of two babies to 
make their grand entrance 
into the world, and so she 
shared the little basket—her 
head at one end, her feet 
snuggled against the head 
of Inez Currie, who she still 
keeps in touch with, 
although Inez (now 
Mackenzie) lives in Nova 

That Queen Street site 
was the third location for 
the NOTL hospital. 

Today, Derbyshire is one 
of the longest—serving 


members of the NOTL 
Hospital Auxiliary, which 
she joined in 1951, just as 
the current hospital was 
opening. 

Beating her by just a year 
is Helen Dawson, both of 
them still active members. 
Dawson recalls holding 
meetings at her home, host¬ 
ing garden and card parties 
and catering many dinners 
at the Court House—then 
the town hall—to raise 
money for the auxiliary. 

The two women will be 
sharing their memories of 


the auxiliary and the hospi¬ 
tal as part of the 
Recollections Project, a spe¬ 
cial initiative to mark the 
90th anniversary of the aux¬ 
iliary by gathering, record¬ 
ing and publishing a collec¬ 
tion of stories that demon¬ 
strate the life experiences, 
accomplishments and rich 
legacy of hospital volun¬ 
teers in the community. 

Laurie Harley, the current 
president of the auxiliary, 
says long-serving volun¬ 
teers have so many fascinat¬

days at the hospital that will 
be lost if they aren’t record¬ 
ed. 

As a relative newcomer to 
town, it has fascinated her 
to hear “all these wonderful 
anecdotes about the past. 
But if we don’t do some¬ 
thing, these memories will 
be lost." 

The hospital has changed 
dramatically in the past 
decades and so has the role 
of the volunteer, she said. 

“It would be very sad, 
especially as we approach 
our 100th anniversary, if we 
didn’t have any record of 
these memories.” 

There was a time when 
volunteers answered the 
telephone, cooked, and 
sewed and patched hospital 
gowns, she says, and over 
die decades, raised a "phe¬ 
nomenal amount of 
money" relative to today. 

Fundraising is still impor¬ 
tant, and the auxiliary con¬ 
tinues to provide a range of 
services in support of 
health care, although those 


services may have changed. 

One service that hasn’t 
changed is "the cart,” says 
Derbyshire. 

"That was one of my first 
jobs, and I did it once a 
week. I still do it. Not every¬ 
body wanted that particular 
job. Some women were 
nervous to actually go into 
patients’ rooms, but I didn’t 

Derbyshire says she 
wanted to be a doctor, but 
when she was in high 
school, her father died, 
leaving a 50-acre fruit farm 
to look after. She was an 
only child, and it fell to her 

after her mother’s death. 

Taking the cart around 
meant, as it does today, 
passing out books, maga¬ 
zines and candy bars to 
patients, but because vol¬ 
unteers knew most of the 
patients, it also involved 
quite a lot of chatting.

Steps can and 
should be taken 
to protect 
Randwood’s 
treed area 

Re: “Resident provides 
another look at develop¬ 
ment" (Niagara Advance 
Dec. 30): 

I should begin by 
admitting I am a resident 
of Christopher Street. 

I should also like to say 
we have no problem with 
the involvement of Trisha 
Romance and Gary 
Peterson and we agree 
with the comments con¬ 
cerning the type of people 
they are and their contri¬ 
bution to the life of NOTL. 

However, they are in 
partnership in die devel¬ 


opment, a minority part¬ 
ner as we understand, 
with the Fowler interests, 
well-known large real 
estate developers. 

The artistic sensibilities 
found in Trisha and Gary 
may not be so well pres¬ 
ent in the Fowlers, partic¬ 
ularly if the ambitious 
project should run into 
financial difficulty. 

Our concern is to pro¬ 
tect the treed area behind 
the wall on Charlotte 
Street and John Street to 
the first driveway 
entrance. The area is also 
under flood plane control 
by reason of the creek 
which runs through it. 

We are also concerned 
about the effect of the 
truck delivery noise to this 
project’s distribution cen¬ 
tre which is presently 
planned to virtually back 
on to two neighbours’ 
properties. Here, Gary 


Peterson has said he will 
make changes to resolve 
this issue. 

The commercial desig¬ 
nation is intended to be 
site-specific, to protect 
against opening the flood¬ 
gates to commercial 
development. 

Yes, the town would 
pose a site-specific com¬ 
mercially zoned bylaw 
designating the use to 
which the land could be 

But a site-specific bylaw 
is limited to the land used 
for the project—i.e. the 
land upon which a build¬ 
ing or buildings are to be 
built. Yet the bylaw would 
encompass the treed area, 
and here lies the danger. 

We informed Gary 
Peterson of our concern at 
the presentation at the 
Pillar and Post Nov. 6. His 
planner acknowledged 
our concern and said the 


treed area would be 
changed to a non-devel¬ 
opment use. I believe his 
sketches, to be amended, 
would mark the treed area 
as open space. 

It is anticipated that the 
town, in rezoning the 
property will, with the 
consent of the owners, 
rezone the treed area as 
open space. 

Site-specific is a term 
that I have heard bandied 
about by a lot of people 
who I suspect are merely 
repeating what someone 
else has told them about 
what it means. Site-specif¬ 
ic has a meaning in law 
pertaining to land use 
control in Ontario. I 
intend to discuss what 
could happen if such a 
site-specific bylaw were 
attacked in court as the 
bylaw relates to the treed 

Look at the plans on file 


with the town. The treed 
area is not part of the 

posed development. 

Should the project fail 
(and we hope it succeeds) 
and fall into receivership 
or bankruptcy, resulting 
in the property as rezoned 
being sold (or if the own¬ 
ers decide for business 
reasons to sell as rezoned) 
the nerd owner, not having 
possibly the good inten¬ 
tions of the present devel¬ 
opers, will move to maxi- 

Their lawyer will bring 
an application to the 
court to have declared 
null and void the site-spe¬ 
cific bylaw as it relates to 
the treed area. And if suc¬ 
cessful, the treed area 
would become zoned 
commercial. 

The new owner could 
than apply for a building 
permit to construct any of 


the permitted uses, 
including a tavern or a 
body shop (have a look at 
the town’s list of permit¬ 
ted uses). 

Further the town would 
be obliged to issue the 
building permit because if 
it refused the new owner 
would simply apply to the 
court and the court would 
have to grant the order 
and direct the town to 
issue the building permit. 

Steps can be taken in 
the process of approving 
the rezoning application 
to protect an area which is 
not going to be built upon 
as part of the project, and 
protect it in such a way as 
to leave control in the 
hands of the town and the 
townspeople, and not in 
the hands of a subsequent 
unknown developer.

The little white church in 
Queenston will be white 
again, once it’s restored on 
what is hopefully its final 
resting place. 

After about a week of 
working to remove the old 
Methodist meeting house 
from its foundation and 
then travelling about a 
block along the Niagara 
Parkway with it Friday, the 
moving crew is expected to 


slide the building onto its 
new foundation on the 
Laura Secord Homestead 
Monday or Tuesday. 

The church, built in the 
1862, was originally on the 
northeast comer of Queen 
Street and Dumfries, 
where it remained until 
1958. 

Built as a Wesleyan 
Methodist meeting house, 
the white clapboard build¬ 
ing was of simple design, a 
one-room frame building. 

The chapel was renovat¬ 
ed in 1939, by then the 
Queenston United Church, 
to include a vestry, choir 
room and a raised plat- 

In 1958, with a growing 
congregation, it was 
moved to its second loca¬ 
tion on the Niagara River 
Parkway. 

In 1997, the dwindling 
congregation of Queenston 
United decided to amalga¬ 


mate with St. Davids 
United, and the trustees 
and members of the 
church donated the his¬ 
toric building and property 
to the Parks Commission. 

The move to the 
Homestead property— 
hopefully for the final time 
in its history, said Jim Hill, 
the Parks superintendent 
of heritage—will mean 
easier access and more 
parking for those who want 
to use the chapel for a wed¬ 
ding or other event, and 
will eliminate the issue of 
people parking on the road 
and blocking die firehall in 
case of an emergency call. 

The relocation of the 
chapel is the beginning of 
what is being called a vil- 
lage-within-a-village, with 
more historic buildings 
expected to be relocated to 
the site in the future.

The NPC is doing the work 
with an almost $9 million 
grant from the provincial and 
federal governments, 
although a large chunk of 
that is being spent on a new 
visitor centre in Fort Erie, 
and other funds on the 
McFarland House renova- 

It will have a new portico 
on the front and a small 
addition on the back for a 
washroom, storage and 
mechanical space, says Hill, 
but should closely resemble 
the church that can be seen 
in many late 19th and early 
20th century photos. 
"Basically what you see is not 
too far off from what it will 
look like when it’s finished.” 

The interior will be more 
of a challenge, he said—he 
hasn’t been able to find pho¬ 
tographs taken inside the 
church in its early years. 

“Thankfully we have other 
Methodist churches in 
Ontario that haven’t 


changed too much over the 
last 100 years.” 

Light fixtures and wallpa¬ 
per from the 1970s will be 
removed. New light fixtures 
more suitable to the history 
of the church will be 
installed, and a new hard¬ 
wood floor will replace the 
current one, which is in 
rough shape, Hill said. 

Some Queenston residents 
who remember the original 
white clapboard, which has 
recendy been exposed now 
that the asbestos and con¬ 
crete yellow siding has been 
removed, were hoping the 
original exterior would be 
restored. It won't be, Hill 
says—it’s not in good enough 
condition—but new white 
clapboard will closely resem¬ 
ble the original. 

“When it’s finished, it will 
once again be a very plain lit¬ 
tle white church.”
